Approximately 
130 employes of 
the O’Sullivan 
rubber heel com­ 
pany, the holding company of which 
is the Victor products corporation 
here, have received a 3 
per cent 
increase in pay, effective May 15, 
Roy P. Punkhouser, vice president 
and general manager of the plant 
here, announced today. 
Not only did the employes receive 
the pay increase “because our busi­ 
ness has been materially increased 
the past few weeks and we believe 
in sharing our profits with our em ­ 
ployes," according to Mr. Funk- 
houser, but the local plant is oper­ 
ating on a 24-hour schedule daily, 
up to midnight Saturday night. 
Practically all the orders that the 
local plant is working on are from 
American buyers, only a few being 
from foreign countries. 
Others Affected 
More than 350 employes of the 
Winchester plant of the company 
also received a five per cent pay 
increase and that 
plant 
also 
is 
working 24-hours a day to fill the 
many orders. 
The Victor products corporation 
plant at Hagerstown is also working 
day and night 
The pay increase 
affects 
every 
employe frqm top to bottom and is 
the first actual local indication of a 
return to normal times. 
Although 
many other industries here report a 
small increase in business the rubber 
heel plant is the first to report a 
substantial gain. 
The plant was only closed a few 
weeks during the past year, remain­ 
ing in operation through the most 
severe period of economic depres­ 
sion.

Adams county’s quota of 69 men 
for enlistment in the federal re­ 
forestation service has been filled, 
Miss Margaret McMillan, secretary 
of the county Red Cross chapter, 
announced today. 
Of the 69 recruits, six are married 
men, with families, w’ho are expect­ 
ed to be called into service before 
the end of the week. 
The other 63 men are unmarried 
and unemployed and have been on 
the county’s Talbot fund lists dur­ 
ing the past winter. These are be­ 
tween the ages of 18 and 25 years. 
Expect Call Soon 
The married men, who expected 
to be called into service within a 
day or two, Rre experienced to for­ 
est work such as the reforestation 
army will be called upon to per­ 
form. 
The 69 recruits were enlisted from 
practically 
every section of 
the 
county, Miss McMillan said. A list 
of the men will be announced by 
Miss McMillan as soon ds she re­ 
ceives orders for them to report to 
a recruiting station for their pre­ 
liminary physical examination. 
Alter passing the preliminary ex­ 
amination, the recruits will be sent 
to an army camp for two weeks of 
physical 
conditioning. 
If 
they 
withstand that training, the men 
will then be sent into the state for­ 
ests. 
Although Miss McMillan said she 
did not know where the Adams 
countians would be sent to work, 
it is considered likely that they will 
be sent to one of the two nearby re­ 
forestation camps at Pine Grove 
Furnace and Mont Alto. 
G Months’ Service 
The 
men are enlisted for six 
months. During that time they will 
receive $1 a day, their work cloth- 
j ing, boarding, lodging and medical 
, attention. 
Although no specific amount is 
j mentioned, the men are expected to 
send $25 a month to their de­ 
pendents, so that the reforestation 
work will not only give employment 
to thousads of young men, but will 
also give their dependents a source 
I of steady income for the six-month 
period.

Notices of the adoption of the I 
Sterling bill providing for the col­ 
lection of fees for the approval of 
bond issues by the departm ent of 
internal affairs are being forwarded J 
to all municipalities, school 
and 
poor districts by Secretary of Inter­ 
nal Affairs Philip H. Dewey. 
Under an act of 1927, the secre­ 
tary of internal affairs is author- j 
ized to approve or disapprove all J 
proposed bond issues of the various 
political sub-divisions of the com- i 
monwealth, excepting Philadelphia. 
Pittsburgh and Scranton. 
Exam- | 
inations of municipal accounts and I 
strict adherence to the laws cover­ 
ing bond issues must be checked by i 
the department in each instance 
and until now no fees for this work 
were provided. 
Tile Sterling committee which in­ 
vestigated the work of various de­ 
partments during the last two years 
prepared legislation fixing fees for 
bond approvals. It was passed and 
approved by Governor Pnchot. The 
new law provides that the depart­ 
ment of internal affairs shall make 
a charge of $10 for each propsed 
bond issue and that in addition the 
municipality shall pay to the de­ 
partment a fee of one-half mill on 
the total amount of the issue. The 
money thus collected is paid into 
the general fund in the state treas­ 
ury through the 
department of 
revenue.

ASK MORE CARE 
MENTAL CASES 


Psychiatrist Points Out De­ 
plorable Conditions In 
Mental Cases. 


Dr. W illiam C. Sandy, director of 
the bureau of m e n tal health, state 
departm ent of w elfare, today stress­ 
ed the urg en t com m unity need for 


m ore beds or sections set aside in 
g eneral 
hospitals for th e 
use of 
m e n tal patients. 
T he p sy c h iatrist 
believes 
such 
accom m odations 
in 
general hospitals would largely end 
th e 
deplorable 
practice 
in 
som e 
com m unities of detaining in jails 
m e n tal p atien ts who have co m m it­ 
ted no crim e, pending th e com ple­ 
tion of com m itm ent p ap ers to a 
m en tal hospital.” 
In th e. interests of m en tal hygiene 
D r. S andy cited the need for su ch 
accom m odations for tem p o rary care 
of p a tie n ts pending com m itm ent for 
observation, for borderline or d o u b t­ 


ful cases, and for diagnostic study 
an d treatm en t of occasional p a ­ 
tien ts whose condition is regarded 
as of probable s h o rt d u ratio n and 
where an acute infection is sus­ 
pected. 
‘ World w ar experience dem on­ 
strated th a t little if an y unusual 
or special equipm ent is required for 
such 
patients,” 
D r. 
Sandy 
said, 
“other th a n th a t provided in well 
established general hospitals. 
In ­ 
ternes 
and 
nurses, 
furtherm ore, 
would be given a desirable opportu­ 
nity to learn som ething about m en­ 
tal patients.” 


In p o in tin g out th e definite re ­ 
sponsibility of th e general h o sp i­ 
tals 
in 
diagnosing and 
tre a tin g 
m ental diseases in. their early stages, 
Dr. S an d y said, “general h o sp itals 
have a n excellent opportunity to 
share in activities for th e p rev e n ­ 
tion of m ental disorder. 
T ile o u t­ 
p a tie n t 
m en tal clinics 
are 
m ost 
prom ising preventive m easures. T h e 
logical place for such clinics is a t 
th e g en eral haspital where th e p a ­ 
tie n t or those who are concerned 
about h is m ental condition will n o t 
h esita te to come for consultation. 
Such a clinic in a general h o sp ital 


will also be in close association w ith 
o ther clinics, laboratory an d other 
diagnostic facilities 
—aids w hich 
m ust not be overlooked w hen a r­ 
riving a t a psychiatric diagnosis. 
Every general hospital, therefore, 
should when possible include in its 
o u t-p atien t clinics one for m ental 
patients.”

Blind Get Jobs 
Through State Aid 


Pennsylvania, through its bureau 
of rehabilitation in the department 
of labor and industry, has helped 
more blind persons to return to pay­ 
ing jobs than any other state in the 
union, Mark M. Walter, director of 
the bureau, said today, 
Of the 
11,205 disabled 
persons 
registered with the bureau since its 
inception in 1920, more than 2300 
were 
classed as "vision defects.” 
This number included 292 totally 
blind, and the rest those suffering 
the loss of on* eye. 
Almost 900 of the 2305 loss-of- 
vision cases were found eligible for 
the service of the bureau. Through 
guidance, training and Job adjust­ 
m ent, 879 of these men and women 
were returned to remunerative Jobs. 
This number was approximately 18 
per cent of the 
5000 
physically 
handicapped 
persons rehabilitated 
by the bureau to January I. Accord­ 
ing to a recent report of the fed­ 
eral board for vocational education, 
this record exceeded that of any 
other state. 
In addition to the type of work 
usually 
provided 
for 
completely 
blind persons and other business 
activities were found suitable for a 
number of cases. 
Thirty different 
types of jobs were found for those 
with vision in one eye.
